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Toc H O verseas 


In the beginning Toc H was an Empire growth. Canadians, New Zealanders, Australians, 
men who had never thought to set foot on British soil, until they came to share an agony 
they could easily have avoided, created Talbot House, and stood by its true spirit. There- 
fore, the growth of twelve years round the Empire has not been artificial or a forced 
extension. It has been natural at each place and at each period. It has been carried 
freely, and, like the Empire itself, created not by men who had to go, but by volunteers 
who loved Toc H too much to part with it and therefore carried it with them. 


In the same natural way Toc H is beginning to spread to non-British lands. In many 
cases foreigners have seen a vision for their own country through contact with Toc H and 
have gone back to make their dreams come true. 


Those who have studied Great Britain know quite well that this small country still 
flings overseas a number of its more adventurous spirits. It is the law of our national life 
that the more gallant fledglings should leave the home-nest from a sense of duty. There- 
fore, it comes to be that Toc H has indeed a part to serve. It is not in itself a society for 
propagating migration by any of the ordinary methods, but it is deeply concerned to 
consecrate the channels of migration, and to prevent the quite unnecessary casualities in 
conduct and in character which still occur when young men leave home influence. 


Тһе work of the Overseas Office of Тос Н was inaugurated some four years ago by the 
late Sir Ludovic Porter, к.с.5.1., K.c.LE. Through the Toc H Honorary Overseas’ Com- 
missioners, each of whom has special knowledge of the country which he represents, men 
who are going abroad are now able to get intimate and expert advice as to what to expect 
in the life that lies ahead of them. They can be given introductions to a wider circle of 
acquaintanceship, with a consequent broader outlook, than they will find in the ordinary 
course of things. Again, if they so wish it, they will be welcomed by Toc H members and 
encouraged to look to them for whatever friendship and local experience can supply in 
their new surroundings. This involves no compulsion on the newcomer to become a member 
of Toc H, membership of which can only be secured after a period of probation. 


Already, both in and about London, and in Manchester, there are some twenty Com- 
missioners or “ Advisers" ready for any demand on their services. It is hoped eventually 
to-have a team of such men available for interviews and correspondence within striking 
distance of all the chief industrial areas and seaports of the country. As the number of 
men going overseas returns more to the normal, this may well become a very vital piece 
of constructive world work. 


Many business firms already realise the advantages which the plan has to offer, and send 
in the names of their men going overseas to the Overseas Office. It is hoped that many 
others, if not all, will follow suit, and that it may be made a matter of routine not only 
in business houses but in Government departments and establishments of every kind 
that the names of all going abroad should be sent at the earliest possible date to the Hon. 
Chief Overseas Commissioner, at the Overseas Office of Toc H, 42 Trinity Square, London, 
EC. 


Many of the great schools in the country begin to see the value of this branch of the work 
and are co-operating actively. In the case of newcomers going to places abroad where 
Toc H does not exist, we welcome the permission given by many headmasters to use their 
Old Boys’ lists, and to commend newcomers to the goodwill of some old boy living in that 
particular area, this being done with the approval of, and after consultation with, the 
headmaster himself.

qos CHAIN OF LIGHT is a simple act intended to bring home to Toc H members 
all round the world their essential unity with one another in the growing family. 

The idea was first conceived by Toc H Australia in 1929 ; they gained the co-operation 
of their fellow-members in all countries and started the Chain at their Federal Birthday 
Festival at Perth, Western Australia, in May of that year. The ceremony was repeated 
in 1930, when the Lamp was lit by the Founder Padré, Rev. P. T. B. (“Tubby”) Clayton, 
M.C., M.A., in the Upper Room at Poperinghe on December 5. Last year it started from 
St. Mary's Cathedral, Johannesburg, on the occasion of the Transvaal Birthday on Nov. 2. 
This year the Lamp will be lit in the Upper Room of Talbot House, Poperinghe, by 
“ Tubby,” at 9 p.m. on Sunday, December 11th (the anniversary of the birth of Toc H 
in Poperinghe seventeen years ago) and will travel westward through all the units in Great 
Britain and Ireland, West Africa, West Indies, Canada, U.S.A., South America, New 
Zealand, Australia, Malay States, India, East and South Africa, Rhodesia, Malta, Italy 
and Germany, until it is received back at Talbot House, Poperinghe at 9 p.m. on Monday, 
December 12th. 


The significance of this simple symbolic act is plain, but a word or two about it may be 
welcomed by those who have not taken part in it before. The lighting of the Lamp or 
Rushlight, with its two-fold meaning of remembrance and self-dedication, which we hope 
custom will never stale or obscure, is in itself a sign of unity among us; it is the one 
unchanging small ritual which is common to all parts of the family, in whatever country 
or language or circumstance. And actually—too seldom remembered by most of us at 
the time of Lamp-lighting—the chain of light and love is forged every night in the vear, 
as one little gathering after another, meeting at different hours according to the setting 
of the sun at different points upon the moving globe, kindles its tiny flame. If one can 
imagine oneself poised in space above the rolling earth for twenty-four hours and watching 
with eyesight keener than any eagle, one would see point after point of light spring up 
for a minute and die away, from East to West, as Toc H units held their ceremony of 
* Light," During one twenty-four hours in the year, therefore, we propose to exercise 
our imaginations in this way, to light our own Lamp or Rushlight with the conviction 
that it is an indispensable link in а world chain of lights, to feel that we are passing it on 
—with a heartfelt brotherly greeting—to the next unit waiting to receive it. At home, 
in our overcrowded islands, we are continually in close touch and feel, perhaps, less need 
to signify our unity with one another, but in many places beyond the seas, members are 
separated by hundreds of miles and scarcely, if ever, see each other face to face. To them 


especially such a token that others think of them at a given time means much. Let us 


not fail them in this.

, The ScENE is an English village in the 18th century. The floor must be imagined as the 
village green, while above it stand the porch of the Star Inn and the entrance to a stable. 


fhe Time: The action opens just before 11.30 p.m. on Christmas Eve, and ends in the 
first few minutes of Christmas Day. 


The character of this “ Mime,” or wordless play, is English throughout—except for the 
entry of the Angels and the three Kings at the end who are intended to contrast strongly 
with their rustic setting. The Holy Family are English village folk, and the Miracle of 
Christmas is brought near to our own times. The words of the song to which Balthasar 
enters were written by Henry Vaughan (1622-1695) ; the words and tune of the ‘‘ Wassail" 
song are traditional in Somerset, where the late Cecil Sharpe collected them. The tune to 
which the villagers first enter is that of an old English morris dance, Shepherd’s Hey, and the 
country dancers perform the dance Dargason in its traditional form.

Synopsis 
Three men meet outside a country inn, The Star, late on Christmas Eve. Their Christian 
names are traditional titles of the three Magi, and their surnames represent three individual 
virtues. CASPAR FAITH, an old blind man, comes in first and loses his way; MELCHIOR 
HELP, a young man, runs to his assistance ; BALTHASAR HUMBLE, a coloured pedlar, 
joins them, singing, as he comes, this song : 


I would Y were some bird or star, I would I had in my best part 

Flutt'ring in woods, or lifted far Fit rooms for Thee! or that my heart 
Above this Inn Were so clean as 
And road of sin ! Thy manger was! 

Then either star or bird should be Hut I am all filth and obscene ; 

Shining or singing still to Thec. Yet, if Thou wilt, Thou canst make clean. 


The three are discovered by the Watchman, who is the Archangel GABRIEL in disguise, 
and are taken by him to the door of the Inn, where MASTER SunLv, the landlord, refuses 
them admittance. 

A crowd of VILLAGERS, singing and dancing, come upon the scene, with the Yule-log in 
their midst and the boy Fory astride of it. They enter to the old morris tune, and then 
break into a traditional M’assail song, joined by some ТорЕнв from the Inn, bringing out 
the Wassail bowl : 


Wassail and wassail, all over the town ! Master and missus, are you all within ? 

‘The cup it is white and the ale it is brown ; Pray open the door and let us come in. 

The cup it is made of the good ashen tree, O master and missus, a-sitting by the fire, 

And so 15 the malt of the best barley. Pray think upon poor trav'llers, trav'lling in the mire!

As the church bells, 
chiming a quarter to midnight, make them pause, GABRIEL steps forward and announces 
that "the King is near." 

Enter Str GLORY Vain, LADY Desire and their train, the World, the Flesh and the Devil 
—pomipous gentle-folk. When they begin to approach the Inn, GABRIEL waves them 
imperiously aside and announces again that “the King comes now,” The village crowd, 
disillusioned about the royalty of the proud gentle-folk, turn again expectantly towards 
the entrance. 

There enter now Mary and JosEPH, working people, who have tramped far. She is 
very weary and leans on her husband's arm. The crowd at the first sight of them would 
jeer, but the jeer dies on their lips as GABRIEL comes down to meet them with great reverence 
and leads them towards the Inn. As they go, voices are heard singing an old song :

That is makeless ;f To His Mother's bower, 
King of all kings As dew in April 

To her Son she ches.1 That falleth on the flower.

Meanwhile GABRIEL has led Mary and Јоѕерн to the door of the Inn; MASTER SURLY 
refuses them admittance, but, taking them across to the stable door, unlocks it,and theygo in. 

While the crowd is still wondering, SHEPHERDS enter, seeking the King, and making 
enquiry which no one can answer. 

The church clock chimes midnight, and while twelve is still striking, a Star begins to 
glow above the stable; the villagers sink to their knees. Then there bursts out Gloria in 
excelsis Deo, and GABRIEL announces that the night is past. The stable door opens and 
the Holy Family, attended by the Archangels MicHAEL and RAPHAEL and cherubs, come 
out to the people. Voices are heard singing :

The Four Points of the Compass 


The chief aims of Тос H are expressed in its “four Points of the Compass." The origin 
of the Four Points is to be traced to a sub-committec, consisting of “Tubby” (Rev. P. B. 
Clayton, Founder Padre of Тос H), “ Dick" Sheppard, and Alec Paterson, who made their 
Communion together at St. Martin's-in-the-Fields and afterwards met for breakfast and 
discussion, some time in 1920. A form of words was drawn up, as the outcome of this, which 
has undergone various modifications and appeared in dilferent guises, c.g., the “ Four Points ^ 
as now printed on the back of the form of application for membership of Toc H, the four 
main aims of Тос H as defined in its Royal Charter (1922), the “Main Resolution ” passed in 
1922 by its first Birthday Conference, and a petition in the Litany concerning Toc Н (1923). 
The intention of all these is clearly the same. It may suffice here to quote the Main 
Resolution in its entirety : 

“Remembering with gratitude how God used the Old House (in Poperinghe) to bring 
home to multitudes of men that behind the ebb and flow of things temporal stand the 
eternal realities, and to send them forth strengthencd to fight at all costs for the setting 
up of His Kingdom upon earth ; we pledge ourselves to strive : | 

“To Jisten now and always for the voice of God ; to know His will revealed in Christ 
and to do it fearlessly, reckoning nothing of the world’s opinion or its successes for our- 
selves or this our Family and towards this end— 

To THINK FAIRLY To WrrNEss HUMBLY 
To Love WIDELY To BUILD BRAVELY.”

Toc H, Mark VI was opened in 1922 in the old Cathedral House, Newhall Street. On 
June 13th, 1923, when H.R.H. the Prince of Wales visited us, he charged the City (through 
the Lord Mayor) to help Toc H “because it is a power for good.” Soon Toc H out-grew its 
premises, so an appeal was made and generously supported by the people of Birmingham 
and the Midlands. On November 13th, 1925, the present house in Lozells was officially 
opened, and the cellar chapel dedicated by Bishop Talbot (father of Gilbert Talbot, in whose 
memory Toc Н was first named). 

An Hon. Warden and a representative team of about 18 men of widely differing occu- 
pations carry on the traditions of Friendliness and Service in a congested district where 
there are many opportunities for active service. 

The rooms are memorial rooms, largely maintained by the relations of our “Elder 
Brethren " ; and the Mark aims, not always successfully, at being self-supporting. We 
are grateful for the help received from friends and the Hon. Warden would be glad to hear 
from others who would help, or anyone (non-members included) who care to live in and 
share the cheerful fellowship. 

There are nine Marks in London, and there is an opportunity and a need for another 
Mark in Birmingham in a more residential locality. A Fund has been started towards 
this end, thus providing an opportunity of helping those who can see the need and appreciate 
the contribution Toc H can make in Birmingham. 


Mark XXI.—228, Osmaston Road, Derby. 


This Mark was opened in May, 1931, mainly through the generosity of two friends of 
Toc H, though a number of others helped considerably by endowing rooms. An Annex 
has since been purchased and there is now accommodation for 25 hostellers. Its situation 
makes it a convenient home for men employed at the Rolls-Royce and L.M. & S. Railway 
Works. There are rooms dedicated to the Old Boys of three Schools in the neighbourhood, 
Repton, Derby and Bemrose. Other rooms are dedicated to relatives of friends of Toc H 
in Derby. Two units of Toc H, Derby (Central) Branch and Markeaton Group, feet ү 
the Mark every week, and other activities include a Scout Troup, a Boys' Club and a Clu 
for mental defectives. A B.B.C. Discussion Group is being held weekly at the Mark during 


the present autumn.

Contact is maintained with these by means of Representatives 
in the Toc H Branches and Groups, who follow up the visits of Headquarters speakers by 
personal visits to boys who are interested, by organizing special Guest nights, tours di 
industrial districts, visits to Boys' Clubs, Camps, training courses for prospective leaders, 
and Pilgrimages to Talbot House, Poperinghe. For boys going Overseas, opportunities are 
provided through the Schools Section for introductions to Toc H units in many parts of the 
World and advice as to conditions in the countries to which they are going is offered through 


the Overseas Commissioners.

ORIGIN : Talbot House in war-time was ''Everyman's Club," whose motto, “All rank 
abandon ye who enter here," brought officers and men irrespective of class or creed, into a 
friendship which mounted from the jovial welcome of the open door to the hallowed com- 
munion of the Upper Room. It was opened in December, 1915, at Poperinghe, the nearest 
habitable town behind Ypres, by Padres Neville Talbot (today Bishop of Pretoria), and 
Philip Clayton (“ Tubby,” now Vicar of All Hallows-by-the-Tower, a guild church of Toc 
Н). In 1929, by the far-seeing generosity of Lord Wakefield, Talbot House came once again 
into the keeping of Toc H, to be a place of pilgrimage and training for ever. 


BASIS : From the first Toc H has tried to be a family, whose members—whether attached 
to any Christian denomination or not—endeavour to live their lives according to Christian 
principles and “to challenge their generation to seck in all things the mind of Christ. 
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RE-BIRTH : Toc Н was started again on à modest scale in Pa Led ‘al Ў 
band of survivors of the Ypres Salient. Из first aim was to idu ШЕ ле "E 7 мү 
enrages nego еті ana ор от tae an eng Mad been repented 
task of peace.

ORGANISATION : One or more keen “pivotal” men in a district collect others round | 
them and form a small tentative Group. This Group, in course of time and after real test | 
of stability, unity and work, may become а Branch, which is granted a Lamp of Maintenance | 
as a symbol of iis trust and responsibility, to be lit with a simple ceremony at all meetings. | 
Each of these is dedicated to the memory of one of the Elder Brethren- -those who, whether | 
in peace or war, passed over in the doing of unsparing service for their fellows. In certain | 
cities, a team of members live together in a House, or “Mark,” the visible embodiment ol | 
Talbot House and a centre of effort in the area. At the present time there are some twenty- | 
six Marks and 1,100 units of Toc H throughout the world. | 


OBJECTS: The idea underlying Тос H are as old as history—Fellowship and Service. 
Each member in Toc H pledges himself to Fellowship with other men and to the Service of | 
those less fortunate than he. Its members are drawn from all ranks of society, from all | 
Christian denominations, all schools of thought and political parties, for it is not primarily | 
an ex-Service society, but a Club for every man, in which youth now takes the greater part. | 
Тос Н remembers the past, but looks to the future in hope and confidence. 


FELLOWSHIP : This is fostered by the corporate life of the Branches, Groups and Marks 
of Тос Н, by their weekly meetings, and more especially by their frequent Guest-Nights, 
when members may introduce friends and all men are equally welcome into the Family 
circle. 


SERVICE: The voluntary service of Toc H members flows in three main streams : 

(а) Individual help and care to the sick, the disabled, the blind, the deaf and dumb, the | 
lonely, the down-and-out, and all needing friendship and encouragement ; (6) Leadership | 
and comradeship of boys and younger men in clubs, camps, classes and Scout Troops ; | 
(c) Corporate jobs of many kinds as the keen spare-time work of Branch or Group— | 
installing wireless for hospitals, making playgrounds for children, or providing Hostel | 
accommodation for poor boys. Social Service of all these kinds is directed in each place by | 
a voluntary Jobmaster. Тос H in no way competes with existing organisations ; H | 
encourages and trains its members to help them. =~ |

MEMBERSHIP: АП men, from the age of 16 upwards, who are in sympathy with its 
aims and objects, are eligible lor membership of Toc И. Candidates are required to fill up 
a form of application, to be proposed and seconded by members, and to undergo a period of | 
probation, varying in length according to circumstances, but it is recommended that they | 
first make themselves known to their local unit, where they will be welcomed as enquiring

The money which is necessary for the carrying on of the smallest possible organisation 
! is largely raised by the self-denying efforts of members, many of whom have little enough 
to spare, but for funds for building firm foundations and for urgent growth and expansion, 
Toc Н is dependent on friends outside.
